Wu have before us aa we write the 
declarations of a Mr. W. M. Salter, who is 
the preacher of the Chicago ethical culture 
society, who saw: "An ethical society 
must hold that man belongs to the com- 
munity as naturally as he belongs to his 
own family." Such a society must hold, 
then, one of the most pronounced teneta of 
Comleiem. More than that, it must as- 
sume that the organisation of society on 
which all modern civilization rests is fun 
damentally vicious; that the differentia-
